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NOTE. 

Under Section 67 A (3) of the Government of India Act the projiosals of the 
Governor General in Council for the appropriation of revenue or moneys 
relating to certain heads of ^expenditure have to be submitted to the vote of 
the Legislative Assembly in the form of demands for grants. Rule 44 of the 
Indian Legislative Rules lays down that, subject to the discretion of the 
Finance Member, a separate demand shall ordinarily^ be made for each 
Department of the Government and that each demand shall contain, first, 
a statement of the total grant proposed and then a detailed estimate divided 
into items. 

2. This volume contams the demands for grants of the Central Government 
other than those relating to Railways which are submitted separately to the 
vote of the Legislative Assembly. It contains also the estimates relating to 
the heads of expenditure that are protected from the vote of the Legislative 
Assemblj^ under Section 07 A (3) of the Government of India Act, these being 
shown in italics to distinguish them from the votable items in the budget. 
The details of the demand relating to the Posts and Telegraphs Department 
are included in a separate volume. Similarly the details of the non-voted 
appropriation relating to Defence are furnished in a separate volume, while 
the details under certain other wholly non-voted heads of expenditure are 
given in the Appendix to the Demands for Grants. 

3. In most cases a separate demand has been proposed in respect of each 
Department, expenditure that cannot readily be classified under particular 
Departments being represented by separate demands. In the case of centrally 
administered areas a single demand has been made for each area in respect 
of all the heads of exjieuditure controlled by the head of the administration, 
while other heads of exx^endituro are included in the respective Subject demands 
for those heads. For facility of finding out the total expenditure incurred 
in each area at a glance, the expenditure included in the Subject demands is 
shown in a footnote to the main Area demand. Capital expenditure incurred in 
England is shown in the same demand in which the corresponding Indian 
expenditure is included. As regards revenue expenditure incurred in England, 
part of the expenditure is included in two seimrate demands, one under the 
control of the Secretary of State for India and the other under the control of 
the High Commissioner for India, while the rest of the expenditure is included 
in various other demands. The following table shows at a glance how the 
various classes of expenditure incuixed in England are treated in the Demand 
for votable grants and Appropriations for non- votable exx)enditure : —

4. Generally speaking each demand contains, first, a statement of the 
total amount required, then, details by sub-heads under which the grant is 
accounted for bj’’ the Department concerned and, lastly, a detailed estimate 
under each sub-head divided into items. New items of expenditure included 
in the budget for 1934-:J5 arc printed in thick type, as well as such items of 
recurring expendituro as were accepted by the Standing Finance Committee 
during 1933-3 i and were met by reappropriation. References have been given 
in the footnotes, where necessary, to the Proceedings of the Standing Finance 
Committee. 

o, l or puqKi'CS of clns'^ification of expenditure in the accounts the main 
unit is the major head, c.g., “1— Customs”, “2— Taxes on Income”, etc. The 
figures in Budget Statement 13 are by such major heads. For various reasons 
it i'- not posdlilo to have a do .and for grant in respect of each major head. 
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For instance, each of the major heads “ 22 — General Administration ”, " 30 — 
Scientific Departments” and “ 37 — ^Miscellaneous Departments ”, besides 
relating to a number of Departments, is too unwield}? for a single demand and 
has, therefore, had to be split uj) into a number of demands ; in the case of ex- 
penditure incurred in centrally .administered areas and expenditure in England, 
a number of major heads, as already explained, have from the point of view 
of control of the expenditure had to be included in a single demand in each case. 
A single major head is thus distributed, in some cases, over a number of Subject 
demands, Area demands and demands relating to expenditure in England, and 
to arrive at the total under the major head given in Budget Statement B .the 
figures pertaining to such major head in all those demands have to be added 
up. Further, working expenses of commereial departments which are shown 
in the accounts as deductions from revenue are ineluded as expenditure in the 
Demands and Appropri<ations. It may be added that refunds are treated as 
deduction from revenue in the accounts ; but, as the}? constitute payments 
by the Government of India, grants have to be made to meet them as in the 
case of other expenditure. The provision for all refunds is included in a single 
demand — ^Demand ISTo. 77 — Eefunds — except in the case of the Posts and 
Telegraphs refunds, the provision for which is included in the demand relating 
to the Posts and Telegraphs Department, A general agreement of the total 
figures in the demands mth those in Budget Statement B is given in footnote 
(a) on page (vii) of the Table of Contents prefixed to the Volume.
